Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Repox't  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1955* 

The  health  of  the  people  of  the  district,  as  far  as  can  "be 
judged  hy  vital  statistics,  ha.s  remained,  generally  satisfactory.  The 
number  of  deaths  is  slightly  higher  and  the  number  of  births  slightly 
lov/er  than  in  the  previous  year.  One  infant  death  occurred  during  the 
year. 

The  Plymouth  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Dude  during 
February,  when  sessions  were  held  for  the  general  public.  I an  indebted 
to  Dr  Geoffrey  Sheers,  the  Medical  Director  of  the  Unit,  for  the  report 
on  the  findings  of  the  survey  included  in  this  report. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  remained  low.  Four 
cases  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year. 

I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  co-operatio 
of  the  General  Medical  Practitioners  of  the  District.  I must  record  my 
thanks  to  Mr  Durston,  the  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  valuable 
assistance  he  has  given* '-in  all  aspects  of  our  work  and  in  the  preparation 
of  this  report. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  help  and  encouragement  I have  received  from  the  Council  and  in  parti- 
cular from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  during 
the  year.

Natural  and  Social  Conditions 


Area  (in  acres)  4,294-  the  Urban  District  of  Lude/ Stratton  is  partly  a health 
and  seaside  resort  and  partly  agricultural  ha  character.  It  is -bounded  at  its 
.estem  extremity  by  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  the  coastline  in  this  particular  part 
of  north  Cornwall  running  almost  due  north  and  south. 

Whilst  the  hinterland  is  undulatin0  and  hilly  in  character,  contour 
heights  seldom  rise  shove  500  feet  and  this  no  doubt  is  in  pert  the  explanation 
for  the  exceedingly  moderate  rainfall  figures*  (Average  annual  rainfall  for 
20  years  33*74") , which  in  vie,/  oi  exposure  to  the  prevailing  south  westerly 
winds,  might  be  expected  to  be  considerably  higher. 


Population  - The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  population  for  the  mid- 
year 1955  to  be  5,150  compared  with .5,130  in  the  previous  year.  In  1955 
there  were  55  births  and  62  deaths,  27  feuer  births  then  deaths. 

Vital  Statistics  - It  is  important  that  too  much  weight  should  not  be 
attached  to  sms.ll  variations  in  those  rates  from  one  year  to  another,  parti- 
cularly where  relatively  small  populations  are  involved  - attention  should 
rather  be  paid  to  the  trend  of'  these  rates  over  a period  of  years.

General  Medical  Services 

General  medical  services  under  Part  IV  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  194-6,  provided  by  medical  practitioners  resident  In  the  district 
and  in  adjoining  districts,  all  of  whom  undertake  maternity  medical- services. 

County  Council  Services 

I.  health  Department.  The  County  Council  is  the  local  health 

authority  for  the  purposes  of  Pont  III  of  the  National  Health 

Service  Act,  194&  and  provides  the  following  services  in  the 

district: - 

(a)  Ilidvlfery  and  Hone  Nursing.  Nurse -midwives  are  provided  to 
attend  general  nursing  and  midwifery  cases  in  the  home. 

(b)  Heal t h Visiting.  The  nurse  midwives  act  also  as  health 
visitors  and,  with,  special  training  in  the  care  of  the  mother 
and  young  child,  arc  available  to  give  advice  on  health 
natters  in  the  home  or  at  the  clinic.  They  act  also  as 
school  nurses. 

(c)  Infant  Wolf one  Centre.  A fortnightly  Infant  welfare  Clinic  is 
held  at  the  Castle,  Bude. 

(d)  Dental  Clinic.  Priority  dental  treatment  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children  is  available  at  the 
Dental  Clinic  held  weekly  at  the  Castle,  Bude. 

(e)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation.  Facilities  for  vaccination 
against  smallpox  and  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and 
whooping  Cough  are  provided  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  or 
by  the  supply  of  materials  to  the  family  doctor. 

(f)  Home  Help  Service.  Home  helps  are  employed  to  provide 
domestic  help  for  households  in  certain  circumstances,  a 
charge  being  made  for  this  service  according  to  the  means  of 
the  person  concerned. 

(g)  Ambulance  Service.  A service  of  ambulances  for  the  conveyance 
of  sick,  accident  and  emergency  cases  is  provided.  For 
sitting  cases,  utilecon  sitting  case  vehicles  are  used.  When 
appropriate,  some  such  cases  are  carried  by  the  Hospital  Car 
Service,  a voluntary  organisation.  Day-to-day  administration 
of  the  service  is  carried  out  from  the  Health  Area  Office, 
Launceston. 

( h ) Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  ^.ftcr-Carc . 

A full-time  tuberculosis  health  visitor  is  provided  for  the 
care  end  after-care  of  tuberculous  persons.  District  nurses 
are  a variable  to  assist  in  the  home  treatment  of  such  persons 


when  required  by  the  Chest  Physician  or  family  doctor.  Certain 
special  investigations  are  carried  out. in  other  types  of  illness 
by  district  health  visitors,  while  health  education  is  carried  out 
by  the  County*  s medical  and  nursing  staff.

This  service  is  concerned  with  the  welfare  of 
the  aged,  and  with  that  of  various  categories  of  handicapped 
persons.  It  is  concerned  also  with  the  provision  of  temporary 
accon.  .odation  in  certain  circumstances  for  persons  in  urgent 
need  thereof.  The  Welfare  Officer  for  the  district  ’works  from 
the  Health  irea  Office,  Launceston, 

Hospital  Services 

The  South  western  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  the  hospital  authority 
for  the  Area. 

Stratton  Cottage  Hospital  provides  in-patient  and  out-patient  facili- 
ties in  the  district.  Patients  are  referred  also  to  Hospitals  in  Plymouth 
and  elsewhere.  Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted  to  the  Scott 
Isolation  Hospital,  Plymouth,  and  tube  re  .losis  patients  to  Didworthy  or 
Tehidy  Sanatoria.  lientel  hospital,  accoi  r odation  is  provided  by  St. 
Lawrence's  Hospital  and  Laninval  House,  Bodmin,  and  Hoorfields  Hospital, 
IvybriGge,  Devon. 

An  Orthopaedic  Clinic  is  held  weekly  at  the  Castle,  Bude  and  a 
Physiotherapy  Clinic  at  Daw field  Hospital,  Holsworthy.  The  Chest  Clinic 
is  held  at  Launceston  Hospital.  An  Ophthalmic  Clinic  for  school  and  pre- 
school children  is  held  periodically  at  the  Castle,  Bude.  A Specialist 
Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Launceston  Health  Clinic  each  week. 
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Laboratory  Facilities. 

These  are  provided  "by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Dix* s Field, 
Exeter,  to  which  specimens  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent.

Pater  Supplies.  The  water  for  most  ol  the  Urban  District  and  ports  of 
the  adjoining  Rural  District  is  provided  by  the  Council's  v/atcr  undertaking , 
the  collection  reservoir  being  situated  at  Tamar  Lake.  The  amount  oi  voter 
collected  in  tils  reservoir  remains  adequate  to  meet  oil  demands.,  even  at 
peak  periods  but  the  delivery  in  the  distribution  area,  continues  to  be 
hampered  by  inadequate  filtration,  storage  and  distribution  facilities. 

No  progress  has  boon  merle  in  carrying  out  the  scheme  for  improvement  of' 
these  facilities,  but  the  picture  concerning  the  supply  of  water  in  the 
whole  area  is,  at  the  moment,  undergoing  a change.  It  appears  virtually 
certain  that  those  parts  of  the  Rural  District  which  have  been  supplied  by 
the  Urban  District  Council,  will  soon  bo  token  into  the  area  of  supply  of 
the  North  Devon  later  board.  It  is  not  entirely  to  be  discounted  that  the 
Urban  District  C vuncil  may,  at  some  future  date,  cea.sc  to  be  the  water 
undertakers  for  the  area,  althoujja  no  definite  steps  have  been  taken. 

This  has  doubtless  caused  a,  reluctance  on  the  part  ox  the  Council  to  con- 
template undertaking  any  major  works  of  improvement. 

L table  is  appended  below  of  the  results  of  the  bacteriological 
analyses  of  the  water.  it  will  be  seen  that  these  show  a considerable 
improvement  on  those  for  the  previous  year.  .lien  unsatisfactory  reports 
have  been  received  from  the  Public  health  Laboratory,  these  have  been 
passed  on  to  the 'hater' Engineer  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  adjustments 
have  been  made  at  the  filter  beds  and/or  chlorination  plant.

The  existing  system  is  old  and  in  poor  condi- 
tion, ..and  whilst  there  have  been  no  serious  breakdowns,  anxiety  must  be 
felt  as  to  how  long  the  present  sewerage  '..ill  continue  to  serve  that  pant 
of  the  District  with  reasonable  efficiency. 

Poughill . The  sewerage  of  Poughill  is  of  very  recent  construction,  having 
been  completed  in  1952*  It  connects  with  the  main  Eude  system,  and 
discharges  through  the  sea-outfall  at  Compass  Point.  Very  few  properties 
in  the  village  now  remain  unconnected, 

Upton,  The  work  of  disconnecting  the  old  sewage  disposal  works,  and  con- 
necting up  to  the  Eude  system  was  completed  in  1954*  The  sewage  from 
Upton,  therefore,  now  discharges  through  the  sea-outfall  at  Eude,  and  works 
which  had  for  -some  tine  been  unsatisfactory,  and  the  cause  of  a serious 
nuisance,  have  been  closed  down.

A full  tine  fully  trained  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  by  the  Council 
to  carry  out  the  practical  operation  of  the  net,-  the  administration  being 
the  responsibility  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 

ho  formal  proceedings  under  the  net  were  necessary.  Private  dwellings, 
business  premises  and  Council  properties  have  all  been  the  subject  of 
regular  treatments,  and  the  -degree  of  infestation  remains  light,  only  a 
few  major  infestations  by  mice  being 'recorded. 

The  usual  annual  Test  Baiting  and  Maintenance  Treatments  were  carried 
out  on  the  sewerage  systems,  and  once  again  the  results  have  been  very 
satisfactory , little  evidence  of  infestation  being  found.

There  are  in  the  area.  four,  licensed  camping  sites.  One  has  a 
permanent  licence,  those  for  the  remaining  three  "being  operative  for  the 
summer  months  only.  The  occupiers  of  the  site  are  very  co-operative,  and 
the  standards  of  hygiene  and  general  tidiness  are  high.  Refuse  is 
collected  by  the  Council's  refuse  lorry  at  the  times  ol  collection  normal 
to  the  respective  sites.

Being  a seaside  holiday  resort,  the  District  has  considerable 
fluctuations  of  the  population  between  summer  and  winter,  end  many  hotels 
end  restaurants  arc  closed  during  the  winter  months.  Thus  the  training 
and  maintenance  of  regular  staffs  presents  a problem,  and  personnel 
seldom  remain  the  same  from  season  to  season.  However,  in  general, 
management  staffs  are  conscious  of  the  necessity  for  cleanliness  and 
hygienic  methods,  and  occasional  informal  action  is  normally  all  that 
is  required. 

The  Pood  Handling  Byelaws  authorised  by  Section  15  of 
Drugs  Act  1935  have  now  been  in  operation  for  five  years, 
useful  in  assisting  to  secure  any  necessary  improvements.

There  are  no  private  slaughterhouse s in  the  District,  the  only 
slaughterhouse  in  operation  being  leased  from  British  Railways  by  the 
Council,  who  exercise  full  control  over  it.  The  building  is  a satis- 
factory modern  one,  raid  is  very  well  situated  adjacent  to  the  goods 
sidings  at  _jude  Hallway  Station.  It  is  able  to  cater  for  all  the  needs 
of  the  local  butchers,  and,  in  addition,  provides  facilities  for  an  export 
trade  despatch  of  consignments  of  fresh  meat  being  greatly  facilitated  by 
the  advantageous  position  of  the  building.

Diphtheria.  - ho  eases  were  notified  during  the  year.  Primary  immunisa 
tion  '..ns  completed  in  L.2  children,  lr0  of  whoa  received  the 
combined  vaccine  against  Imoo^j.iy  cough  and  diphtheria.
